making  of  a Railway,  Tramway,  Turnpike  Road, 
or  Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line;  the  construction 
or  improvement  of  a Harbour,  Canal,  Lock,  Dam, 
Slide,  or  other  like  work ; the  granting  of  a right 
of  Ferry ; the  incorporation  of  any  particular  trade 
or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint-stock,  Company ; or  other- 
wise for  granting  to  any  individual  or  individuals 
any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privileges  what- 
ever, or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing  which  in  its 
operation  would  affect  the  rights  or  property  of 
other  parties,  or  relates  to  any  particular  class  of 
the  community,  or  for  making  any  amendment  of 
a like  nature  to  any  former  Act, — shall  require  a

“ Rental  ” means  the  annual  fee  prescribed  by 
these  Rules  and  Regulations  to  be  paid  on  any 
licence  or  authorization  heretofore  or  hereafter 
issued  pursuant  to  the  Act;  or  on  any  grant, 
licence.  Order  in  Council,  or  contract  of,  for.  or 
affecting  the  use  of  water  within  the  Railway  Relt. 
granted  or  made  before  the  1st  day  of  .Tune,  1912, 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  Oovernment  of  Canada  : 

“ Quantity  applied  for  " means  the  iiuantity  or 
How  of  water  applied  for  in  the  application  for  a 
licence  made  in  luirsuance  of  Part  1’.  of  the  Act : 

“Quantity  allowed”  means;  (1)  In  respect  of 
irrigation  purpose,  the  maximum  (piantity  of  water 
which  may  be  used  when  all  the  lauds  to  which  the

PART  I. 

Fees  and  Rentals. 

3.  The  fees  and  rentals  set  out  in  Schedule  A 
hereto  in  respect  of  water  applied  for,  used,  or 
taken,  and  of  the  rights,  powers,  and  privileges 
at-fpiired  by  any  licensee  under  the  Act,  and  in 
respect  of  any  proceeding  under  the  xVct.  are  hereby 
reserved  and  fixed,  and  the  said  Schedule  is  hereby 
declared  to  bo  incorporated  in  and  to  be  part  of 
these  Rules  and  Regulations. 

4.  All  rentals  shall  "be  payable  in  advance  for  the

PART  II. 

SPEUAL  PitOVISIONS  KESPECTING  I'OWEU. 

9.  This  Part  applies  to  ajiplications,  licences,  anil 
authorizations  for  power  jiurpose. 

10.  The  apiilication  fee  on  an  aiiplication  for 
power  pui'iiose  shall  be  based  on  the  amount  of 
power,  expres.seil  in  horse-power,  which  it  is  esti- 
mated can  be  developed  at  the  power-site  frOm  the 
flow  of  water  applied  for.  It  shall  be  determined 
as  the  continued  pividuet  of  the  following  factors; — 

(«.)  The  flow  of  water  applied  for  expressed  in 
cubic  feet  per  second  : 

(h.)  The  average  available  static  head  in  feet  : 

(c. ) The  factor  0.08: 

(d. ) The  rate  per  horse-power  according  to 
Schedule  A. 

I'ntil  the  static  head  has  been  established  by 
survey  the  Comptroller  shall  make  an  estimate 
thereof  from  the  data  available;  Provided  that 
after  the  said  head  has  been  established  the  appli- 
cation fee  may  be  readjusted  in  accordance  there- 
with. and  any  excess  or  deficiency  in  moneys  paid 
on  account  thereof,  or  on  account  of  rental  based 
thereon,  shall  be  added  to  or  deducted  from  the 
next  rental. 

(X’OTE. — The  factor  0.08  represents,  at  70  per 
cent,  efficiency,  the  fraction  of  a horse-power  jiro- 
duced  by  the  weight  of  1 cubic  foot  of  water  falling 
1 foot  in  1 second.)

The  estimated  output  of  the  plant  for  the  year 
shall  be  based  on  all  data  available  to  the  Comp- 
troller, and  he  may  use  the  actual  output  of  the 
plant  for  the  previous  calendar  year  if  he  considers 
it  a reasonable  utilization  of  the  developed  portion 
of  the  privilege,  or  he  may  fix  the  quantity  at  such 
iwrcentage  of  the  rated  capacity  of  the  plant  as 
in  his  opinion  represents  a rea-sonable  use  thereof. 

The  estimate  of  the  power  in  excess  of  the  devel- 
oped portion  of  the  jirivilege  available  to  the  licensee 
shall  be  determined  as  the  difference  between  the 
continued  product  of  factors  (a),  (b),  and  (c)  as 
set  out  in  clause  10  hereof  and  the  normal  rated 
capacity  of  the  plant.
